■■Vhe current political development in Afghanistan cre- 
* cries more problems than it resolves, and as the T alib an 
head for the northern regions, the situation in that country 
is becoming more complicated. 

In response to an ultimatum issued on Monday by 
Mullah Mohammed Omar the Taliban leader, Ahmad 
Shah Masood blew up the entrance to Panjshir Valley 
yesterday to block the advance of the Taliban militia. 

On Monday radio Kabul quoted Mullah Omar as asking 
Masood and Abdul Rashid Dostam to surrender and hand 
over their weapons and government property they are still 
holding. The ultimatum was also addressed to ousted 
President Burhanuddin Rabbani and Prime Minister 
Gulbuddin Hikamtyar. 

Anyway, the ultimate fate of the ousted leaders of 
Afghanistan are still unclear as they are holding the 
remaining 1\4 of the country. 

With this background, a crucial question is being asked 
in the political circle in Iran as well as in the region and 
Europe. The question pertains to the dubious strategy of 
the United States visa vis Afghanistan. 

In the last few years we have all been witness to 
Washington's repeated warnings and exertion of 
pressure on Europe and others to keep a distance from 
what it called Islamists, fundamentalists and so on.

"For this reason, we believe 
that concurrent with the member- 
ship of East European countries in 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation (NATO). Russia should 
also turn toward the East and the 
South." he stated. 

Asked whether Russia would

Personal differences 
between the two main leaders 
have so far precluded any deal. 

Judging by the sparse Taliban 
defenses inside Kabul and along 
the main road north, a Masood- 
Dostam coalition could push back 
the religious militia, analysis said. 

The victory of the Islamic fun- 
damentalist Taliban faction in Af- 
ghanistan poses a threat to Central 
Asia and Russia, the Russian Na- 
tional Security' Chief Alexander 
Lebed said j esteiday. 

Lebed said that if the Taliban, 
"backed bs Pakistan." manage to 
"wipe out" the Russian border 
posts in Tajikistan, "the road to 


the plains to the north would be 
open." Interfax reported. 

Lebed said the Taliban wanted 
to annex parts of Uzbekistan and 
Tajikistan. 

If Moscow does not take seri- 
ous diplomatic steps io bring or- 
der in Afghanistan, the 21 -month 
war in Chechnya "will look like a 
small sore" in comparison, he 
said. 

Lebed, who negotiated a peace 
accord ending the Chechma War. 
was a genera] in the Soviet para- 
troopers during the Soviet occu- 
pation of Afghanistan, which 
ended in 19KV. 

Among the first nets of tire 
Taliban after tlacv captured die Af- 
ghan capital Kabul on Friday was 
to execute the Soviet -cm Presi- 
dent Mohammed Najibtillah. who 
was hiding in the U.N. compound. 

Earlier Russian Foreign Minis- 
ter Yevgeni Primakov told Inter- 
fax that Russia was not planning 
to make contact w ith the new Is- 
lamic pow cr. 

Primakov told Russian journal- 
ists before leaving for visits to Ra- 
bat and New York: "This question 
is not on the agenda." 

He was sharply critical of the 
United Nations. sn\ing the body 
had broken its 1992 commitment 
to guarantee the safety of Najibul- 
■lah.

Egyptian President Hosiii 
Mubarak declined an invitation 
from Clinton to attend the summit 
which sinned yesterday. .

"1 hope that all the panics un- 
derstand that i f we do not go down 
the path of peace we will end up 
with war. and that would he hard 
for everyone. " Weizman said on 
Israeli radio. 

"Israel has to show reason to 
restart the peace process, other- 
wise we run the risk of a new 
conflict," he added. 

Weizman also confirmed that 
he warned Egyptian President 
Hosnt Mubarak in a telephone 
conversation that Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu 
would not commit to a date for 
starting the long-delayed with- 
drawal of Israeli troops from the 
volatile West Bank town of He- 
bron. 

Observers in the region also 
believe that the Arab-Israeli meet- 
ing would produce no favorable 
results so long as they are not 
convinced of the needs for a fair 
and comprehensive peace. 

They call on Netanyahu to slick 
to the principles of the peace proc- 
ess and implement the accords and 
understandings reached between 
the two parties. 

An AFP dispatch from the oc- 
cupied territories said Palestinians 
held out little hope of progress 
from the summit, fearing that Ne- 


tanyahu simply does not want 
peace. 

Netanyahu already faces a no- 
confidence motion in the Israeli 
Parliament (Knesset) early next 
week which was brought by the 
opposition Labor Party afier the 
worst of Israeli-Palestinian fight- 
ing in 30 years.

tore’s Drive to Insulate 
from Controversial 
Content on the Internet"

A s of last week Singapore’s three Internet service 
providers were armed with proxy servers or specia 
computers programmed to block access to sites the 
government deems objectionable. 

The censorship covers Internet service providers and 
resellers, groups and individuals providing political and 
religious content, and individuals operating business web 
pages. 

The Singapore Broadcasting Authority said the rules 
were to keep the City State's cyberspace clean so that the 
100,000 Internet account holders would not have easy 
access to "objectionable materials". Experts said asking net 
users to link to proxy servers acting as filters blocking 
disallowed sites could slow down access time and become 
costly. Internet access would face acute delays if the list of 
banned sites became longer. The authorities of the Lion 
City have already identified and banned about 1 00 sites. 

Singapore's Internet censorship rules have come under 
criticism because they are seen to excessively protect the 
government. One section bars "contents which tend to bring 
the government into hatred or contempt, or which excite 
disaffection against the government." 

This ruling, if enshrined, would grant unchecked - 
possibly uncheckable - power to the ruling body to deny any 
criticism of it on the Internet. While in censoring other 
Singapore media, the focus has been on "national interests" 
rather than too narrowly on those of the "government of the 
day". 

The Island Republic officials have been quoted as saying 
that the rulings were drawn from existing legislation and 
they do not justify the claim that the political rules have been 
changed to the advantage of the government. The state's 
swiftness in regulating cyberspace comes amid swelling 
Internet interest among Singapore’s three million people. 

The Telecommunication Authority of Singapore (TAS) 
said that within a year the number of Internet subscribers 
had grown 650 percent to about 100,000. The authorities 
expect three-digit growth in Internet subscriptions at least 
for the next year or two. The trend is clear. Everyone who 
buys a PC is or will become an Internet user. 

Singapore has achieved what it has achieved since 
independence in 1965 through a controlled system, 
authoritarian but one that has delivered the promised 
goods. And now that its citizens enjoy per capita income of 
over $26,000, with exports of over $125 billion, financial 
reserves of $72 billion and no foreign debt, the emerging, 
intellectually advanced island of the region should allow no 
slacking. Otherwise pornographic and other controversial 
content on the Internet will damage the hard won prosperity 
Singapore has achieved. 

As we believe in Iran, freedom comes with responsibility, 
not recklessness or complete and uncontrolled 
self-oriented desires. In order to keep Singapore clean, not 
only physically but socially, such controls as proxy servers 
to block unwanted or obscene sites will be needed. A 
healthy society is one that keeps vigilant for evil things and 
by being ever ready to combat spiritual pollution.

KIM: South Korea to Review All North 
Policies in Wake of Sub Incident 



SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA (AFP) 
- South Korean President Kim 
Young-Sam said yesterday that he 
would review all his govern- 
ment's policies on North Korea in 
the wake of a submarine intrusion 
into the South last month. 

"I intend to review* all govern- 
ment policies on North Korea, 
putting the emphasis on ways to 
effectively counter North Korea's 
strategy for communizing the 
South by force." Kira said in a 
hardline speech on Armed Forces 
Day. 

"As president of the republic, I 
feel acutely once again .that we 
have to cope with the situation 
more firmly and realistically until 
North Korea gives up its illusions 
for good.” he said. 


Saying that impoverished 
Pyongyang was still "pouring 
enormous amounts into military 
expenditure" to maintain its 1.1 
million-strong armed forces. Kim 

said South Korea's food aid for 
the North would be reviewed. 

“Unless North Korea funda- 
mentally changes its attitude,, we 
will reconsider all assistance to it, 
including charity, if it is not the 
result of negotiations," he said. 

Kim. a former dissident, 
warned he would crack down on 
"unrealistic and illusory discus- 
sions about unification and pro- 
comniunist ways of thinking," 
which he said could encourage the 
North to miscalculate.

In two separate attacks in 
southeastern Diyarhakir province, 
the rebels killed four elementary 
school teachers in Haniepe village 
and throe private guards at a dam. 
the agency said. 

The guerrillas target teachers 
iu an effort to disrupt the state 
education system in the Kurdish - 
dominated southeast. They have 
killed over 50 teachers and burned 
down several schools in the past 
three years. 

The kurdish language is 
htumed in education and broad- 
casting. 

The attacks followed a major 
army-etpe^down on Kurdish re- 
bels in Tii^teSy's southeast, and 
was seen as ifahow of strength by 
the rebels. 

Last week the Turkish general 
staff announced that l.OOQ' rebels 
were killed in the past one 
month. 

Kurdish guerrillas have been 
fighting for autonomy in Turkey’s 
southeast since 1984. The war has

Spain Hopes Austere Budget 
Will Secure EMU Goal 


MADRID (Reuter) - Spanish 
Economy Minister Rodrigo Rato 
on Monday delivered to parlia- 
ment an austere budget which die 
conservative government hopes 
will place Spain among the firs! 
group of countries to join a Euro- 
pean single currency. 

The 54-volume draft, whose 
broad contents were unveiled on 
Friday, is certain to be passed de- 
spite drawing sharp criticism from 
the leftist opposition at the week- 
end. 

The minority Popular Party 
(PP) has already seemed the back- 
ing of its Catalan Nationalist al- 
lies in parliament, ensuring the 
budget will be voted through. 

Prime Minister Jose Maria 
Aznar reaffirmed his country's 
commitment to being among the 
fust wave of single currency na- 
tions, a key platform of his cam- 
paign in the general election he 
won in March. 

"We will be there," Aznar told 
the Finan cial Times in an inter- 
view published on Monday. "I am 
ready to take whatever measures 
are necessary to succeed, because 
I am absolutely persuaded that 
Spain is staking its stability and 
prosperity in this bet” 

The' 1997 budget package 
slashes total spending to just 1.7 
percent by cutting or freezing 
spending in all sectors except for 
pensions, health and regional 
transfers. 

With inflation expected to 
grow 2.6 percent next year; this

makes it the most restrictive 
budget since Spain’s return to de- 
mocracy in 1975. 

The budget deficit is forecast 
to drop to three percent of gross 
domestic product next year, the 
level required to join a European 
Economic and Monetary Union 
(EMU) in 1999. 

Nevertheless, the government 
forecasts a healthy 3.0 percent 
growth in 1997 arid foresees the 
creation of 200,000 jobs. 

"The budget will put the Span- 
ish economy on the European ho- 
rizon in the way Spaniards desire 
- with reasonable efforts directed 
especially to the public sector;" 
Rato said at a press conference 
following the official presenta- 
tion. 

Market reaction was sanguine, 
with analysts saying Monday's 
detailed budget figures offered 
few surprises and paved the way 


for the Bank of Spain to cut its 
key money market rate — the rate 
at which it lends to banks - from 
7.25 percent 

Traders have ahead)- dis- 
counted a cut of between 25 and 
50 basis points at the central 
bank’s regular auction on Thurs- 
day. 

"By helping achieve economic 
stability, this budget raises the de- 
gree of confidence in the Spanish 
economy from the point of view 
of its citizens as well as from the 
perspective of international mar- 
kets," Rato said 

But unions and left-wing par- 
ties attacked the plan, saying that 
despite its lofty goals it lacks 
credibility and places the burden 
of budget adjustment on the poor- 
est sectors of society. 

Unions on Monday launched 
the first in a series of protests 
against a public sector wage 
freeze, claiming it will cut 1997 
forecast growth by 0.7 percent 
and create 100,000 fewer jobs. 

"We hope that from now until 
December, this government 
changes its attitude, because if it 
doesn't the unions nil! consider 
stronger pressure methods." said 
Enrique Alonso of the Confedera- 
tion of Independent and Public 
Sector unions. 

Syndicates are planning a sec- 
ond protest on October 15 which 
could herald a prolonged period 
of confrontation between workers 
and the government, which insists 
the decision is irreversible. 


Ruggiero Wants Trade Help 
for Developing Countries 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) - World 
Trade Organization (WTO) Head 
Renato Ruggiero said on Monday 
he would like to see a ministerial 
trade meeting in Singapore in De- 
cember take action to help the 
world’s poorest countries. 

This would include eliminating 
all tariffs and non-tariff barriers 
on least-developed country ex- 
ports, and improving the invest- 
ment climate (hey face. 

"I see a commitment to action 
along these lines as a very impor- 
tant objective for Singapore," he 
told ministers at the annual meet- 
ing of the International Monetary 
Fund and World Bank. 

The WTO is pushing for a 
trade initiative to accompany a 
debt relief initiative agreed to this 
weekend by the IMF and World 
Bank to help the world's poorest 
nations. 

Ruggiero, however, played 
down the possibility of dramatic 
decisions in Singapore, the first 
ministerial meeting of the Ge- 
neva-based trade watchdog 
which replaced the GATT after 
Uruguay Round negotiations to 
liberalize worid trade. 

The meeting, he said, "is not 
the end of a negotiation, nor the 
launching of a new round, but a 
vciy important point in a continu- 
ing process." 

He acknowledged the difficul- 
ties of agreeing on new rules to 
liberalize investment - which 
would lift barriers preventing for- 
eign companies investing in some 
countries. 

"The treatment of investment 
in the multilateral system is still a 
difficult issue in Geneva, but there 
seems to be a broad level of 
agreement that further work is 
needed - if not on where it should 


take place," he said. 

The most difficult issue, he 
said, was over labor standards - 

which prohibit forced labor by 
prisoners, child labor and promote 
free association of workers. 

Ruggiero noted that all coun- 
tries backed respect for core labor 
standards and that the competitive 

advantage of low-wage countries 
had not been called into question. 

"I do not pretend that even on 
the basis of these elements, it will 
be easy to reach a consensus on 
tins issue, but it is vital that it not 
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become a divisive or disruptive 
point at Singapore." he said.

SYDNEY t Reuter) - The dying 
cancer patient who became the 
first person to take his life under 
Australia's landmark voluntary 
euthanasia law knew exactly what 
he was doing, the psychiatrist who 
approved his death said on Thurs- 
day (Sept. 26). 

Sydney Psychiatrist John El- 
lard, who traveled to the remote 
northern city of Darwin to sanc- 
tion the man’s death, said he had 
not hesitated in signing the neces- 
sary documents. 

"Dr (Philip) Nitschke, the pa- 
tient’s general practitioner, 
asked me to go to Darwin to ex- 
amine his patient." Ellard said in 
a statement released in Sydney. 

"1 found an intelligent and sen- 
sitive man, fully aware of all 
the issues concerning him and his 
illness. 

"1 had no hesitation in signing 
the necessary documents 
under the relevant act.’ 

The man. named by Australian 
media as Bob Dent, died last 
Sunday using a computer suicide 
program developed by 
euthanasia campaigner Nitschke 
to administer lethal drugs.

Whether or Not You Feel Like It

QUESTION: My doctor discov- 
ered I have high blood pressure 
when 1 saw him a few months ago 
for feelings of fatigue and Icth- 
argy. The medication he pre- 
scribed has done wonders for me, 
but now that I am feeling beuer. I 
want to stop these daily pills and 
he won’t let me. I respect his 
opinion, but now I want yours. 
Will you oblige me, please? 

ANSWER: It can be hard to 
understand why you have to take 
medicine when you don’t feel 
sick, but your doctor is right. 
Most people who need medication 
to control their high blood pres- 
sure will have to take it indefi- 
nitely. 

Your symptoms are not a reli- 


able guide to your blood pressure. 
In tact, one of the biggest prob- 
lems with hypertension is that 
most people don't have any symp- 
toms at all. especially in the early 
stages of the disease. That's why 
hypertension is called the silent 
killer. It is possible that you had 
elevated blood pressure for some 
time before you starred having 
symptoms. 

Even if you feel normal, un- 
treated hypertension puts a strain 
on your heart, blood vessels, brain 
and kidneys. The heart has to 
work harder to pump blood 
against abnormally high blood 
pressure. This overwork can make 
the heart's walls thicken, and the 
heart itself can become enlarged

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SAN FRANCISCO (Reuter) - 
^Older women treated with estro- 
gen appear to have a lower risk of 
developing a common arthritis 
that is the leading cause of hip 
replacement surgeries in the 
United States, a report said on 
Sunday. 

• ‘Women who were current us- 
ers of oral estrogens had a 38 
percent lower risk of any 
osteoarthritis of the hip compared 
to women who never used estro- 
gen. doctors at the University of 
California in San Francisco said. 

The findings were based on a 
study of 4,366 white women aged 
(iS and over from four areas of the 
United States - Baltimore, Min- 
neapolis, Portland, Oregon, and 
Pennsylvania’s Monongahela 


Valley - 

The report, published in the 
Archives of Internal Medicine, 
was released by the American 
Medical Association at the 
group's annual briefing for sci- 
ence writers. 

The researchers said black 
women were excluded from the 
study because they have a low 
incidence of hip fractures. They 
also said the hormone's protective 
effect was somewhat greater 
among women who had been tak- 
ing it for at least 10 years. 

Osteoarthritis is a cartilage dis- 
ease caused mainly by wear and 
tear on the joint. Virtually every- 
one over the age of 75 develops 
the painful condition, according to 
the American College of Rheuma- 


tology, and osteoarthritis accounts 
for 70 percent of the more than 
200,000 hip and knee replace- 
ments done in the United States 
each year. 

Women produce less estrogen 
as they age and synthetic versions 
of the hormone are sometimes 
used to treat the effects of meno- 
pause. 

The report said estrogen may 
slow changes in the bone beneath 
the cartilage and may affect the 
production of enzymes that break 
down cartilage. 

“Our findings suggest that es- 
trogen replacement therapy may 
protect against the development or 
progression’’ of the disease, the 
report concluded.

In Tehran the trolleybus line 
with 65 Czech trolley-buses is 
working, whose Gist line started 
the operation in autumn 1992.

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Surprise, surprise: Wonderfuffy 


Prague is not yet perfect -but it's getting then. 
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I n several key ways, ihe Czech 
Republic's economy is an ex- 
ception in Europe. In many of the 
continent's economies, gaping 
public sector deficits have become 
the norm and reducing them has 
become the object of frenzied, 
frustrating efforts. In 1995, for the 
third successive year, the Czech 
government spent less than it took 
in tax revenues. This surplus was 
caused by a mix of nofrills budg- 
eting - a hallmark of Prime Min- 
ister Vaclav Klaus’s regime, now 
in its fourth year - and by the 
strong economic growth it helped 
produce. 

Bearable tax loads 
The Czech Republic’s gross 
domestic product grew at a five 
percent rate in 1995, a figure well 
beyond the reach of nearly all 
countries in Western Europe. A 
major factor contributing to this 
growth, forecast to amount to a 
surging six percent in 1996, has 
been the country’s bearable tax 
loads. 

As West European countries 
struggle to reduce their cumula- 
tive tax levels to less than 40 per- 
cent of total individual income, 
the Czechs have maintained a 26 
percent rate — on par with that of 
Japan and the United States. The 
Czech Republic’s three years of 
economic growth have had a ma- 
jor and positive impact on its 5.2 
million gainfully employed citi- 
zens and the 1.3 million compa- 
nies and professional firms 
producing the growth. The coun- 
try’s average household consump- 
tion rose by six percent in 1995. 
Gross capital formation far out- 
faced that, rising at a 15 percent 
rate. 

International confidence 
in addition to tighr budgeting, 
the government has engendered 
this growth by steadily formulat- 
ing and implementing "open mar- 
ket" policies, winning the 
confidence of international inves- 
tors and raring agencies in the 
process. 

Today, after four years of step- 
by-step deregulation, the Czech 
crown in completely convertible 
for all intents and purposes. 
Wages have been freed from, the 
past's constraining schedules. Lo- 
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cally based companies are free to 
maintain accounts and to operate 
in the major currency of their 
choice. Foreigners have unim- 
peded access to all Czech assets, 
with the partial exception of land 
ownership - always a sensitive is- 
sue in any small European coun- 
try. 

Thanks to these policies and the 
economic track record of its com- 
panies, the Czech Republic was 
the first of the Central and East 
European (CEE; countries to be 
granted admission to the Organi- 
zation of Economic Cooperation 
and Development, and the first to 
receive a grade A rating from 
Standard & Poor's. 

These moves further bolstered 
investor confidence in the Czech 
Republic - with highly visible re- 
sults. The S2.56 billion in foreign 
direct investment recorded in 
1995 was up' 200 percent over the 
previous year’s iota] and repre- 
sented an all-time high for the 
country . Over the past three years, 
the country has secured $5.8 bil- 
lion in investment, the second best 
figure in the entire CEE region. 

Even the Czech Republic’s 
problems and shortcomings are 
very easy to understand. In 1995, 
the country found itself with a 
prosperity-caused trade deficit, 
which is now moderating. This 
$3.8 billion deficit was more than 
counterbalanced by the $2.3 bil- 
lion and $3.5 billion surpluses in 
the country’s invisible and long- 
term capital accounts. 

In line with its "anti-Keynes- 
ian" approach, the Klaus govern- 
ment has refrained from making 
large-scale investments to allevi- 
ate the country’s widespread envi- 
ronmental and infrastructural 
problems. The government’s reli- 
ance on private sector initiatives 
to do so seems to be paying off. 

Success stories 

With industrial output up 10 
percent in 1 995, many of the coun- 
try's prospering manufacturers 
are investing a portion of their 
increasing revenues in ins tailing 
environmental protection sys- 
tems and remedying environ- 
mental damage. One example is 
Kaucuk, a.s., the country's 10th 
largest manufacturer and one of 


the most successful of the coun- 
try’s restructured industrial com- 
panies. 

Located to the north of Prague, 
Kaucuk recorded significant rises 
in turnover and profit in 1995. 
Turnover increased by 10 percent, 
ro 16.86 billion koruny ($610 mil- 
lion). Some 65 percent of its in- 
creasing sales are recorded 
abroad, with the company’s newly 
developed styrene plastics and bu- 
tadiene elastomers proving highly 
popular with international plastics 
producers. 

While increasing its sales and 
output. Kaucuk has been slashing 
its consumption of natural re- 


sources and amounts of emissions 
over the past five years. In one of 
many examples, the pumping of 
hydrocarbons into the external en- 
vironment has been cut by 97 per- 
cent. To achieve these 
improvements. Kaucuk has in- 
creased its annual investments in 
environmental protection tenfold. 

The Klaus government recently 
announced the launching of bil- 
lion-doilar rail and road system 
improvement and expansion pro- 
grams. Characteristically, these 
programs are built around financ- 
ing and expertise supplied by the 
private sector. 


Industry on 
the Rebound 


F or ail its beauty, the Czech 
Republic has always been an 
industrial country 

Inevitably, Czeches will point 
out that during the glory days of 
die First Republic (1918-1938), 
they had the world's 10th largest 
industrial base. But the interven- 
ing half century was anything but 
glorious. For 40 years, under 
Communist rule, Czech industry 
was isolated from market forces 
and produced mainly for ihe East- 
ern bloc, to meet quotas estab- 
lished by central planners. What 
they produced was noi shoddy - 
the Czeches’ deep-rooted indus- 
trial tradition prevented this - but 
there was little to stimulate tech- 
nical innovation. As a result, 
Czech industry became bloated 
and inefficient. Since 1989, Czech 
industry has struggled to regain its 
competitive edge. The going has 
been rough, but today some Czech 
companies arc beginning to find 
some measure of success. 
Industrial gjaut 
If there is a single Czech com- 
pany that exemplifies the coun- 
try’s thoroughly industrial nature, 
it is the engineering giant Skoda 
Koncern of Plzen. Skoda produces 
everything from turbines, loco- 
motives and nuclear power plants 


to gear boxes and trolley buses. 

.And no man better exemplifies 
this industrial heavy-hitter than its^ 
chief executive, general director 
and 20 percent owner, Luhnmir 
Soudek. If Prime Minister Vaclav 
Klaus is the engineer of the Czech 
economic transformation, Skoda 
and Mr. Soudek are surely the 
engine. 

By late 1992, Skoda was at the 
bottom of its fortunes. Its markets 
had vanished, and the company 
was mired in debt and unable to 
meet operating costs. The board 
of directors bad ail resigned after 
the government refused their re- 
quest for a bailout. % 

When the government offered 
a 34 percent stake in the company 
ro anyone who could provide the 
best recovery package. Mr. 
Soudek stepped in. Working in 
partnership wiih two Czech 
banks, he presented an ambitious 
plan that involved debt-for-equity 
swaps, restructured loans and cash 
advances for wages. 

Mr. Soudek talked the govern- 
ment into canceling Skoda's debts 
to the state banks: at the same 
time, he got them to cover an 
almost equal debt for locomotives 
thai the state railway had ordered 
but could not pay for. ^

JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Netan- 
yahu faces a dual challenge at the 
summit in Washington on Tues- 
day: satisfying his rightwing coa- 
lition while keeping the peace 
process alive to quell further Pal- 
estinian unrest which could bring 
down his government. 

Netanyahu already faces a no- 
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Confidence motion in the Israeli 
parliament, or Knesset, early next 
week which was brought by the 
opposition Labor Party after the 
worst outbreak of Israeli- Palestin- 
ian fighting in 30 years. 

Labor has been trying to woo 
the smaller religious Shas Party 
from Netanyahu’s Likud-led coa- 
lition in attempt to bring down the 
government. 

Bui Shas leaders have said they 
will await the outcome of the 
reace summit in Washington or if 
Tne situation because critical after 
;ui\ further outbreaks of violence 
in the Palestinian territories. 

That’s exactly what the Israeli 
army said it feared on Tuesday if 
there were no tangible results in 
the summit in Washington be- 
tween Netanyahu and Palestinian 
President Yasser Arafat. 

Senior military officials were 
quoted on army radio as saying 
that "in case the summit fails, 
violence will restart in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip since Yas- 
wr Arafat will conclude that only 
violence c:in push forward the po- 
■#Mical process." 

, i«> imililarv's fear of renewed 
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violence was backed up by an 
opinion survey showing that 70 
percent of Palestinians in the West 
Batik and Gaza are ready to fight 
again if the Washington summit 
fails to produce concrete re- 
sults. 

' Last week’s unprecedented 
clashes killed 67 Palestinians and 
15 Israeli soldiers and sparked the 
US-sponsored Middle East peace 
summit on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day. 

Adding to the pressure on Ne- 
tanyahu was a poll released Tues- 
day showing that 79.5 percent of 
Israelis support the continued im- 
plementation of the Palestinian 

peace accords while 57 percent 
disapprove of the prime minister’s 
performance. 

Bui Netanyahu must also meet 
the demands of bis rightwing and 
ultra-nationalist partners who 
dominate the governing 65 -mem- 
ber coalition in the 120-seai 
Knesset. 

They have fervently opposed 
the peace process with the Pales- 
tinians and successfully pushed 
for an expansion of Jewish settle- 
ments in the occupied territories 
and the opening of an archaeologi- 
cal tunnel near Muslim holy sites 
in Jerusalem, which provoked the 
Palestinian rioting. 

"Only creative diplomacy 
touched virtually by divine inter- 
vention will allow Netanyahu to 
leave Washington healthy and 
whole," Commentator Hemi 
Shalcv said in the Ma’ariv news- 
paper. . 

Shalev said Netanyahu will 
have to "come away not being 
accused of detonating the summit 
on die one hand, and on the other 
hand without having to agree to 
concessions which will undermine 
his basis of support in the coun- 
try." 

Meanwhile, the Labor Party, 
which signed the Autonomy Ac- 
cords with the Palestinians while 
in power, put pressure Tuesday on 
Netanyahu to make concrete pro- 
posals at the emergency sum- 

mit. 

"(t is the last chance to save the 
peace process." Labor Deputy 
Ephraim Sneh said on Israeli pub- 
lie radio. 

'If Netanayahu insists on 
empty words instead of concrete 


proposals in Washington, that 
would be very serious and could 
cause the situation in the region to 
degenerate toward an explosion 
even more catastrophic than last 
week’s." Sneh warned. 

Netanyahu took some steps to- 
wards concessions on Monday by 
calling for intensive non-stop ne- 
gotiations with the Palestinians af- 
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ter the Washington summit until 
ihev reach an agreement. 


Juppe Faces Rough Ride as MPs Return 


PARIS, FRANCE (AFP) - French 
Premier Alain Juppe is facing a 
bumpy return to political reality 
this week as MPs come back to 
work amid persistent criticism, 
economic gloom and the looming 
threat of disruptive strikes. 

After Parliament officially re- 
sumed yesierday. he faces a con- 
fidence vote in the National 
Assembly today. Although he will 
sail through, the problems and 
criticisms behind it will be harder 
to deal with. 

He will need ail his political 
determination and powers of per- 
suasion to keep his conservative 
giovcmincni in line, and to shore 
up publ ic confidence ahead of gen- 
eral elections due in 1998. 

President Jacques Chirac, who 
has consistently quashed specula- 
tion about Juppe's political future, 
again reaffirmed his support for 
his prime minister Monday, say- 
ing reforms sometimes took 
longer than people liked. 

"The task is immense and the 
government needs determination 
and perseverance to see it through. 
Today it lacks neither one nor the 
other." he said on a trip to the Pas 
de Calais region in northern 
France. 

Juppe has called Wednesday's 
confidence vote, which puts his 
government’s overall policies at 
stake, precisely to quell the "big 
mouths" within his ruling major- 
ity. 

He is assured of victory-. His 
coalition, combining the Gaul list 
Rally for die Republic (RPR) with 
the Center-richt Union lor French 


Democracy (UDF). has .i cru-diing 
parliamentary majority nl 4S»i 
seats out of 570. 

But it will not be sn easy A I 
though on the surface w ill be sup 
ported, the dissensions within the 
right-wing ranks are far from re- 
solved as Juppe struggles to deal 
with France's ailing economy. 

France’s jobless toll remains 
stubbornly high at more than 3 
million or 12.6 percent, while 
growth remains fragile despite a 
timid boost in consumption while 
Juppe was awa> on hoi id. i\ n. 
August. 

Even tux cuts annouu.o; !»> 
Juppe on his return to Pan- )»••■• c 
done little to convince the public 
according to recent polls some two 
thirds disapprove of them in die 
current social climate. 

A plan to create 300.000 jobs 
over five years by rc-allocaiing 
funds currently spent on welfare, 
has also come in for criticism, 
while budget deficit cutting meas- 
ures. necessary if France is to join 
a single European currency on 
schedule, have also sparked con- 
troversy. 

Against this background social 
unrest foments. The threat of 
strikes has raised the specter of the 
nationwide action which virtually 
paralyzed France for three weeks 
last Autumn. So far planned action 
is not .vet on that scale. 

Teachers struck the first real 
blow Monday with nationwide ac- 
tion followed by up to three quar- 
ters of primary and secondary- 
teachers to protest classroom 
overcrowding and job-shedding 
imposed by the conservative gov- 
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Their action is due to be fol 
lowed on October 17 by anothci 
;e.it hers’ strike, but this time ac 
conipanicd by a wider walk-out by 
public service employees. As i.‘ 
this were not enough to test thi 
unity of Juppe’s ruling majority 1 , 
two other political hot potatoes an. 
also waiting to explode in hi. 
face. 

One is far-right leader Jean- 
Marie Le Pen of the National 
Front, whose comments on racial 
inequality sparked a public and 
si rongly -worded row between taiir 
and Juppe last month. 

Unfortunately for Juppe. L*._ 
Pen's support is on the rise, spark 
ing fears among Juppe's coalitiot 
that its support could suffer if the 
National Front leader wins the war 
of words. 

Above all the 1998 election: 
will be on everyone’s minds 
Plans to reform voting procedure: 
have led to accusal ions that Juppt 
is trying to head off a feared right- 
wing slump by any means possi 
hie.
